N  the  following  Index  opportunity  has  been 
taken  to  correcl  mi/prints  where  they  are 
known.  Some  authority  is  given  for  each 
hymn,  and  tbofe  readers  who  wijh  to  ftudy  the  fub- 
jecl  further  will  fee  by  the  confiant  references  to 
DanieVs  "Tbefaurus  Hymnologicus"  to  Mone's 
u  Hymni  Latini  Medii  JEvi"  to  Neale's  "  Hymni 
Ecclefice"  to  Archbijhop  Trench's  "  Sacred  Latin 
Poefry,"  and  to  Mr.  Qoutier  Biggss  "Hymns 
Ancient  and  Modem  Annotated"  that  much  more  is 
to  be  found  in  thefe  and  other  books.  Although  on 
two  or  three  occafions  I  have  quoted  manufcript 
authority,  it  is  only  becaufe  the  firft  copy  of  a  hymn 
has  come  to  me  direcVy  from  fuch  a  fource,  and

not  becaufe  I  have  made  any  ferious  attempt  to 
Supplement  the  refearches  of  Neale,  Daniel,  or  the 
others.  At  the  fame  time  I  think  it  right  to  fay 
that  both  manufcript  and  printed  Breviaries  and 
collections  of  Hymns  have  been  examined,  and  that 
probably  any  one  who  has  gone  over  the  fame 
ground  will  agree  with  me  that  little  worth  glean- 
ing from  the  well  garnered  field  now  remains  un- 
printed.  Thefecular  literature  of  Latin  rhyme  may 
pojjibly  prefent  fome  unexplored  nooks. 

The  texts  have  been  taken  from  either  the  Epi- 
Jlle  or  the  Gofpel  for  the  day,  the  old  verfion,  gene- 
rally from  a  Manufcript  Bible  of  the  thirteenth 
century,  being  ufed  in  preference. 

All  the  hymns  are  in  rhyme  with  the  exception 
of  two  by  Cardinal  Feter  Damiani,  in  which  the 
afionance  approaches  rhyme  fo  nearly  as  to  make 
the  difference  immaterial.  I  have  been  obliged, 
with  regret,  to  omit  many  fine  unrhymed  hymns, 
including  thofe  known  as  Ambrofian,  thofe  of 
Yrudentius,  and  thofe  ofVenantius.    A  large  four ce 
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of the  fupplies  of  other  editors  being  thus  cut  off, 
I  have  had  recourfe  to  the  kind  affxftance  of  fever al 
modern  fludents  of  the  rhymed  form  of  Latin  verfe, 
and  have  efpecially  to  thank  my  friend  Mr.  T.  G. 
Godfrey-? aujlett,  F.S.A.,forJix  tranflations  made 
exprefily  for  the  "  Latin  Year."  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  before  long  a  complete  volume  may  ijlue  from 
the  fame  pen.  Dr.  Kynafion,  the  High  Mafter  of 
St.  PauVs  Schooly  and  Mr.  Addington  Symonds, 
well  known  as  an  Englifh  poet,  have  alfo  favoured 
me  with  their  unpublifbed  pieces.  And  I  have  to 
acknowledge  the  kindnejl  of  Mr.  Gladflone,  Mr. 
Beresford  Hope,  Canon  Pearfon  ofKnebworth,  Mr. 
Whiting,  and  Dr.  Thornton,  for  leave  to  ufe  their 
tranflations  already  printed  elf ewhere.  My  warmefl 
thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Coutier  Biggs,  who  uncon- 
ditionally placed  at  my  difpofal  the  collection  formed 
for  his  edition  of  "  Hymns  Ancient  and  Modern," 
including  his  own  tranflations  of  Englifh  Hymns, 
and  who,  above  all,  has  kindly  aflifred  me  with  his 
advice  and  with  the  critical  care  and  Jkilled  accuracy 
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to  which  any  meafure  of  completene/l  mujl  be  attri- 
buted. I  have  alfo  to  acknowledge  the  kindnefs  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Purefoy  Qolles  in  making  copies  of 
feveral  hymns. 

Mr.  Robert  Bateman  has  drawn  the  illujirations 
on  wood,  with  one  exception,  from  his  own  defigns. 
Our  acknowledgments  are  due  to  Mr.  R.  Spencer 
Stanhope  for  leave  to  ufe  a  jtudy  of  his  fine  picture, 
the  "Wineprefl"  from  which  thefubjeSi  of  the  defign 
for  the  cut  facing  p.  59  is  derived.

Bale  firft  named  Walter  Map,  or  Mapes,  as  the  author,  and 
it  is  included  in  Mr.Wright's  volume,"  Poems  attributed 
to  Walter  Mapes,"  p.  147.  Daniel  thinks  the  authorfhip  lies 
between  Mapes  and  Jacopone.  According  to  Mr.  Wright, 
it  occurs  in  an  Englim  manufcript  of  the  thirteenth 
century.  Moreover,  it  refembles,  in  many  points,  efpecially 
in  the  eafe  and  flow  of  the  metre,  the  compofitions 
ufually  believed  to  be  by  Walter.  I  think  therefore  we 
need  have  little  hefitation  in  claiming  it  for  our  country- 
man. In  the  text  I  have  omitted  two  verfes  ;  they  follow 
from  Archbifhop  Trench's  verfion : —
